REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 6, 
7, 12-14 and 29-72 are allowed either for reasons previously presented or as argued in 
Applicant's remarks filed 21 October 2004. 

Regarding claims 15-20 and 24-28 Applicant states, on page 35 of the paper filed 
21 October 2004, that the claims are "amended to state that the second new command 
defines a new consistent state... and that only the two new commands are added..." 
Examiner finds this amendment lacking in the claims, particularly "that only the two new 
commands are added". To clarify the record, claims 15-20 and 24-28 are allowed 
because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest said new data is stored in said 
physical blocks that are not the first blocks in said chains of physical blocks, in the 
scope and context of claims 15, 17, 18, 19, 25, and 28.
